HAVE- OWN ENVOY 


British. Notify State Department 


0 Irish to Deal Directly With 


¥. S. in Their Own 


Business. 


WASHINGTON, June 26. — The 
state department 
today announced 


receipt of formal notification by the 
British government that henceforth 
the Irish free state -would be repre- 
sented at Washington by its own 
minister, empowered to deal direct 
with this government 
on matters, 


exclusively relating to Ireland. 


Secretary of State Hughes has in- 


formed Sir James Howard, British 
ambassador, here, who transmitted 
the notification, that with this ar- 
rangement, "this government is in 
cordial agreement."

common with the Irish free state will 
continue to be handled as heretofore 
by the British embassy at Washing- 
ton, it was stated.

TRIES VAINLY 
TO QUIZ MELLON 


NEW YORK. June 26.—After fu- 


tile attemps to question Andrew 
Mellon concerning activities of Gas- 
ton B. Means, Col. Thomas B. Feld- 
er dismissed the treasury head with- 
out apparently aiding Means' de- 
fense. 


Mellon was called to testify for the 


defense of Means and Elmer Jar- 
neeke, who are being tried for con- 
spiracy to remove liquors 
from 


bonded warehouses. 
Arthur Six- 


smith, Mellon's secretary, who was 
in the court room, prepared to testi- 
fy, will not be called to the stand. 


Hiram C. Todd, assistant attorney 


general, objected to many questions 
asked of Mellon and most of the ob- 
jections were sustained. 


Mellon said he had interests in the 


Overholt Distilling company at Pitts- 
burgh but that the business was liq- 
uidated now. He said he was unable 


to sell the stock in the company. 


He said that E. W. Hubbard, Tren- 


ton, N. J. steel magnate, had visited 
him and told of paying Means and 
Jamecke $15,000 to obtain/ liquor 
from the Sam Thompson distillery at 
Brownsville, Pa. 
The liquor never 


reached Hibbard and the money was 
not returned. 


Mellon said he did not go into the 


case fully but referred Hibbard to 
Commissioner Blair. 


"Were not indictments returned 


against a prohibition agent, Hawker, 
and the superintendent of the bottl- 
ing plant of the Overholt Distillery 
after Means' investigations? 
And 


were these indictments not quashed 
by request of the secretary of the 
treasury?" Col. Felder asked. Mellon 
was emphatic in his denial, but the 
question and answer were stricken 
from the records at request of Todd.

Prisoner Confesses He Billed Rich

The slaying of Andrew Ziegler, 
wealthy hotel owner oj Hurley, Wis., 
is cleared up, authorities have an- 
nounced. 


Andrew Anderson, who has been 


In custody sinceJMay 2, the day after 
Ziegler's body was found in a ditch, 
ten miles from his hotel, is said to 
have confessed the slaying, implicat- 
ing a woman. Mrs. Zeigler was taken 
into custody. 


The confession was obtained by 


a private detective, Joseph Hayes, 
who posed as a bank robber. Con- 
fined in a cell with Anderson for 
several weeks, the two men became 
friendly. Hayes boasted of his long 
list of "crimes." Then Anderson be- 
came confidential and told him that 
he had killed Ziegler for $2,000. 


When Hayes was released because 


he could not be "identified" Ander- 
son gave him a note to a-"woman 
requesting her to pay him "the rest 
of the money." 


Hayes turned the note over to the 


authorities and Mrs. Ziegler was ar- 
rested.

RAT5S DELAY TRAEfS. 


MAUGHAN FLIGHT IS 
FEAT OF ENDURANCE 


As Much Danger of His Collapsing 


of His Engine Breaking Down 
•Under Strain of Sustained 


Speed. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 26.—The 


feat of Lieut. Russell L. Maughan in 
leaping the North American contin- 
ent in the sunlit hours of a single 
day is acclaimed by rovers of the 
airways as their outstanding achieve- 
ment since the 
world 
was given 


wings. 


Maughan's magnificent flight was 


a triumph for his plans and for him- 
self. As a feat of physical endur- 
ance, it is as notable as any achieve- 
ment of strong men in history. 


The little pursuit ship with which 


he streaked over plains, rivers and 
mountains at a rate that often ex- 
ceeded 170 miles an hour is builc for 
speed, and without consideration for 
the comfort of the pilot; and its 
prodigious speed transformed every 
moderate air bump, into stunning 
thumps. 
The flier had little protection from 


the smashing nish of air past bis 
cockpit, no time to eat, and not an 
instant to relax from the tremendous 
task of aintaining vigilant lookout 
for the landmarks on his mist- 
blurred course. 


Danger of Collapse. 


Before the amazing flight, it was 


pointed out that there was a smuch 
danger of Maughan collapsing in the 
air as of the engine breaking down 
under the strain of such a gruelling 
enterprise. Both reached San Fran- 
cisco without a wobble. 


Before he hopped off at dawn Mon- 


day, Maughan already had been ac- 
claimed king among the world's 
aviators. Within a few months after 
he went to Detroit in Octoter, 1922, 
for the national 
air races at Sel- 


f ridge Field, be won the classic Pulit- 
zer race, established 
new world'-s 


records for 100 and 200 kilometers 
by astonishing margins, and added 
another twenty-five miles an hour to 
the world speed record over a one- 
kilometer course. 


The crowning importance of these 


feats lay in the fact that, after years 
of American eclipse, Maughan brot 
fiom France to the United States 
the .speed 
championship of 
the 


world. All but one of these records 
were made at Selfridge Field. 


Descendant of Settler. 


Maughan is thirty years old. He 


was born-at Logan, Utah, one of ten 
children and a grandson of Peter 
Maughan, who drove an ox team to 
Utah and became the first permanent 
settler in the Cache valley. 


In his childhood Maughari was a 


newsboby, delivering Ms papers on 
horseback. He worked bis way thru 
the Utah agricultural college by toil- 
ing as a "printer's devil" in a COUL- 
try newspaper office, and was award- 
ed his degree as a bachelor of 
science after he had enlisted for the 
world war in 1917. 


He was a pursuit pilot in France, 


brought down four enemy planes and 
was awarded the Distinguished serv- 
ice cross for exceptional gallantry 
and heroism in action.

streets. 
Few knew of the opening 


of the station, but purchasers were 
in line Thursday and remained wait- 
ing their turn to buy until a heavy 
rain storm drove them away. 
The 


state station has not yet been 
equipped with lights and some other 
conveniences but these will be added 
if the dealers in Lincoln do not meet 
the price set by the state. 


Reports have been current that 


dealers will file an injunction suit to 
test the right of the state to sell 
gasoline to the public and that this 
will be their answer to the cut rate. 


State Auditor Marsh when asked 


if the question of the right of the 
state go into the retail trade said 
no bill had been presented to him. 
He did not care to decide what 
course he will take until a bill is filed 
by the governor. The gasoline now 
being sold, or a part of it was bought 
by the department of finance for the 
department of public works and em- 
ployes of the various state depart- 
ments who are paid for the use of 
their private cars in official trips or 
who use state cars or tractors or 
trucks in their official duties. It is 
understood at the capitol no one 
cares to put a block in the way of 
cheaper gasoline. Attorney General 
Spillman is in Omaha, where he is 
busy with a suit against oil com- 
ranies charged with illegal discrim- 
ination.

CONBEMNEI) EVEN BY THOSE 


WHO ONCE FLATTERED IT. 


Council Admits That Something 


Must Be Done—City Attorney 


Proposes Ordinance to Di 


vide Into Districts. 


The city's setback law was kicked 


all over the mayor's office Thursday 
by the men who once fathered it. At 
an informal session attended by all 
councilmen, members of the legal 
staff and the city engineer, it was 
apparently the unanimous decision 
that something must be done to cor- 
rect an existing hardship. City At- 
torney Peterson proposed regulation. 
by dictrict under the power of emi- 
nent domain rather than as a police 
measure. This line of distinction re- 
moves the so-called arbitrary ele- 
ment associated with zoning. 


Mr. Peterson suggests an ordin- 


ance dividing the entire citj or such 
portions as are concerned with the 
set-back, into districts. 
He would 


give every property owner within. 
each district a day in court. He 
would have the council set a date 
for hearing of complaints from the 
several district, each to ha\e its sep- 
arate day. 


The law at pr^s^nt requires a 20-ft. 


front setback regardless of local con- 
ditions. The council has a specific 
case on which to work. It has heck- 
led over numerous other cases of 
the sort W. B. Shurtleff wants to 
build an apartment house at Twelfth 
and H streets. ' Regardless of the 
fact that buildings alone H. Tenth to 
Fourteenth, are generally well to the 
fore of the twenty foot mark, the 
law requires that this buildins go 
back.

The procession of state standards 


which passed the 
speakers' stand

ous expression of the delegates' ap 
preciation of what Walsh has done 
for party victorV in November. 


That demonstration was good for 


the party It showed that democrats 
appreciate services

What Hippocrates Did for the Science of Medicine. 


H 


IPPOCRATES was a product" 
worthy of his age—the age 
when Greece was producing 


its great thinkers and philosophers. 
But Hippocrates did more for pos- 
terity than even Socrates or Plato. 
For he was the first physician 
known in history who really con- 
tributed something to the science of 
medicine. 


Until- Hippocrates's time medicines 


were administered by sorcerers and 
priests, who Tmew little about the 
herbs and other things they gave 
their 
trusting patients, and less 


about the human body. Hippocrates 
revolted against their mysticism and 
superstitions, recognizod the duties 
and responsibilities of a man to 
whom is entrusted the life of an- 
other and raised the position of the 
physician far above what it had ever 
3een before. 


More is known 


*edge of anatomy, physiology anc 
pathology. There was no way of dis- 
covering the inner machinery of the 
human body without making dissec 
tions. This he was unable to do be- 
cause in ancient Greece the bodies 
of the dead were greatly revered. 


But he turned portions of his tern 


pies into hospitals in order to study 
the case of each patient. 
Records 


were kept of each case, including the 
effect of different medicines and the 
progress or the lack of progress 
made. 
Physicians today take his- 


tories of their patients. It is inter- 
esting to note that this method had 
its origin in the hospital of a mail 
who lived hundreds of years before 
the birth of Christ. 


There was nothing known at the 


time of the digestiye system, but 
Hippocrates—as a result of his care- 
ful study—placed greater importance 
upon the value of the diet and less

Give Baby's Wee Teeth 


as Muck Care as Your Own

'HAT child has not suffered with toothache? 


The memory of that jumping, throbbing, 
constant pain is one never to be forgotten. 


As -we grow older, if we are unfortunate enough 


to be the victims of 'toothache, it is only natural to 
recall the treatment used in the early days. 


In some cases local applications of'heat are 


helpful. The many analgesique vaselines warm up 
the affected area and give temporary relief. A 2 
per cent solution of iodine expertly, painted on the 
gums sometimes helps. 


No matter what treatment you employ, it will not effect a cur> 


until the underlying trouble has been found and removed. 


Fortunately much is now being ac-" - 


complished in the schools and the 
dental clinics'to teach the proper 
care of the teeth. 


Let me give every parent a word 


or two of advice about the teeth: 


When your baby's first teeth ap- 


pear cleanse them every day just 
as you would your own. Take a 
small piece of cotton or gauze, wet it 
with boric acid solution and wash 
the teeth. 


If cavities appear in the first teeth 


have them filled. Do not make the 
grave mistake of (Junking the/ are 
anly first teeth soon to be replaced 


the permanent teeth, and on this 


account need not be-' treated. You 
cannot expect to have healthy per- 
manent teeth come in where there 
are decayed or abscessed first teeth. 


If it were practicable, I would in- 


sist that every one should have the 
:eeth X-rayed at least once a. year. 
There are many conditions which 
.he average dental examination does 
not show. A piece of root left from 
an extractipn, an abscessed tooth, a 
punctured nerve canal and many 
other conditions are revealed only 
by an X-ray examination. 


At least twice a year have the 


teeth thoroughly cleaned and any- 
necessary work attended to.

The daily care of''the teeth is im- 


>ortant. 
They should be brushed 


with a good toothbrush and some 
dentifrice at least twice a day. 
If 


•ou have some spaces between your 
eeth where food collects, use dental 
loss to remove the pieces after each 
meal.

lard foods, fresh fruit and vege- 
ables. Apples are very good, eaten 
>etween meals. The acid fruits help 
o keep the teeth clean.of the tar- 
.ar. 


Don't .neglect your teeth. If you 
o, you will have all kinds of pains 
nd aches you cannot account for, 
s well as impaired health from \lack 
f well-chewed food.

Good health is within the reach\of 
veryone. Start your children on the 
ight road by early attention to the 
eeth. 


Much of the ill-health of adults 
an be traced to bid teeth.

Then to the chorus—"Sing every- 
body." called Miss Case, and once 
more the garden welled up with the 
anthem. 


Then, from the boys' band over on

The paraders started on their march, 
shrieking as if they had just begun.

The Third Grain of Wheat. 


Kansas City Star: Reports from 


the wheat region of the southwest 
hail an era of prosperity riding in 
with the tide of a great crop. The - 
spring of this optimism is the dis- 
covery that each bearded mesh of 
the wheat holds three grains of 
wheat where only two grew last . 
year. 


A tiny thing, indeed, is a grain of . 


wheat; but so, too, are the drop of - 
water and grain of sand collectively 
glorified in the nursery rhyme.

MEN AND THINGS 


It lia.s loi!^ been hold that the reason why 


hell and heaven play HO large a part in all the- 
ologies is that the idea of a system of rewards 
and punisimipnt.s is .so ineraiucd in man that 
ho would accept nothing that did not include 
it. it is, in spiie of the sophists, so well estab- 
lished aa a tact as to be beyond serious dis- 
pute. About the best we can do is to subor- 
dinate it to what we are pleased to call the 
higher moialities by'which we mean that while 
underlying all business there must bo profit 
and back of all labor a pay check, we can, by 
inspiring ourselves with the proper i'eeling, 
make of wha* 
we 
do 
a 
service to our 


fellows. 


But here intrudes a wayward thought. You 


can pick from your acquaintances two types of 
men, one the happy-go-lucky chap who has odd 
spells of generosity but whose general life is 
selfish and devoid of any sign that he regards 
himself as under any obligation of a moral sort 
to his fellows, and the other the serious-mind- 
ed man who has a. deep sense of duty and con- 
scientiously seeks to redeem others. 
Why is 


the one happy and the other morose; why is 
one a likeable chap and the other one to be 
endured? 
Why does not morality pay either 


better wages? 


A fellow editor 
plaintively remarked the 


other day that the fact that what he had to 
say must be communicated by the printed word 
hampered him. We judge from what he says 
that there are some men he would like to call 
liars but when you do that in a newspaper it 
can mean but one thing. "One can call another 
a liar in conversation in such a manner that 
it it only causes a laugh; altho it is dangerous 
amusement, still it can be done," he says. The 
printed word is the language in which the mov- 
ing finger of time writes. It is inflexible, un- 
bending. It may carry a laugh with it, but no 
intonations. Yet editors ought to be glad of 
this fact. Not only does it halt them on the 
brink of indiscretion, but the finality of it is 
the source of its power. 


The French revolution is probably the most 


interesting and profitable study available to 
earnest men seeking causes in order to ob- 
serve results most effectively. It is not a new 
thought, but none the less important to those 
seeking accuracy of opinion, that it is the most 
perfect demonstration of the inability of the 
people as a whole to deal out justice, and the 
greater the provocation for revolt the graver 
the injustices that the people commit, if they 
succeed. 
All men possess a sense of justice, 


but it is rudimentary in the uneducated be- 
cause, we imagine, of two things: The lack of 
opportunity to exercise it and the lack of bal- 
ance that goes with ignorance. 


Do we not lose some of the effect of our ef- 


forts to add to the happiness of people by con- 
fusing, in the minds of many at least, morals 
with religion. While it is true that there can 
be no real religion without good conduct in 
spite of the early history of the church when 
it was the plaything of emperors, a moral per- 
son does not have to be a religious person. 
The reason for stating this is that when -we try 
to teach morals we gain the passive opposition 
of those who mistakenly think we are trying 
to teach dogmatic religion. If we remember our 
etymology morals, in its original application, 
meant harmony with approved customs, and 
we all know that community habits establish 
themselves on the basis of what is best for 
well-being. 


The Americans have developed the art of 


kidding beyond all other peoples, and it has 
been largely the result of applying our national 
philosophy that it is better to find something 
to laugh at than to cry about. The doctrine is 
one, of course, that 
serious-minded people 


throw up their hands 
at and decry. 
They 


think it detracts from that earnest considera- 
tion of our problems that the importance of 
these problems demands. These people like to 
have the wits and the joymakers around to 
brighten what would be dreary lives for them, 
if they were frank enough to admit or had wit 
enough to see that it is true, but they don't re- 
gard them as of much help in the Great Work. 
Yet tha most effective way to cure a man of 
lolly is to laugh at him. and to bring sanity to 
SL people is to show them their banalities.
